Indian Troubles in Texas. 

The Indians in Texas are giving a good deal 
of trouble to travelers in the vicinity of Ei Paso. 
We learn from the San Antonio correspendence 
of the N. Y. Herald that a party of four gentle- 
men, one of them the United States suitier at 
Camp Hudson, were attacked by a band of Ca- 
manches, and one of them wounded in the face. 
All their horses were killed. The Indians were 
scalping all the whites they could find. A coun- 
cil of Camanehes, Cheyennes and Apaches was 
held lately, and a regular system of hostilities 
on the border settlements and trains agreed 
upon. The number of United States troops in 
Texas and Arizona is represented to be quite 
inadequate to the present emergency.
